This  bill  would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  to 
Keosauqua,  Iowa,  at  its  fair  market  value,  as  determined  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  a  tract  of  land  containing  99.57  acres  located 
partly  inside  and  partly  outside  the  city. 

The  land  was  originally  acquired  by  the  United  States  from  the 
Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen  of  North  Dakota  in  1936,  for  a 
forest  tree  nursery  to  produce  stock  to  replant  lands  in  the  Iowa 
purchase  units  planned  to  be  acquired  for  national  forest  purposes. 
The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  reports  that  there  is  no  further  need  for 
the  land  for  this  purpose.

This  bill  would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  at  fair 
market  value  and  convey  by  quitclaim  deed  to  the  city  of  Keosauqua, 
Iowa,  a  tract  of  land  containing  99.57  acres,  more  or  less,  located  in 
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Van  Buren  County,  which  was  conveyed  to  the  United  States  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen  of  .  North 
Dakota  in  1936. 

The  tract  was  acquired  by  the  United  States  from  the  Ancient  Order 
of  United  Workmen  of  North  Dakota  in  1936  under  authority  of  the 
Weeks  Act  of  March  1,  1911  (36  Stat.  961),  for  a  forest  tree  nursery 
to  produce  stock  to  replant  lands  in  the  Iowa  purchase  units  planned 
to  be  acquired  for  national  forest  purposes.  Only  a  small  area  was 
purchased  and  there  are  no  plans  now  for  further  acquisitions  in  the 
locality.  There  is  no  longer  a  need  for  the  nursery  site.  The  tract  is 
also  a  considerable  distance  from  other  national  forest  lands. 

The  city  of  Keosauqua  desires  the  tract  to  enlarge  its  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  plant  and  for  a  city  park.  The  land  is  partly  inside  and  partly 
outside  the  city.  It  is  well  situated  and  suitable  to  meet  the  city’s 
needs.  The  sale  of  it  to  the  city  will  serve  a  useful  public  purpose. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  this  report.

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One  such  gap  is  in  the  role  of  business, 
and  particularly  smaller  business,  in  the 
loneconomic  life  of  a  community — the  in¬ 
timate  day-by-day  participation  of  business¬ 
men  in  community  planning,  in  charitable 
worCs,  in  the  provision  of  facilities  for  vol¬ 
untary  organizations.  This  is  a  very  real 
area  of\productive  activity  which,  if  under¬ 
stood  overseas,  could  do  much  to  destroy  the 
stereotypeVof  the  “money  obsessed”  American 
businessman.  Another  area  which  could 
more  adequately  be  dealt  with,  I  think, 
would  be  theNpicturization  of  the  various 
types  of  occupation  in  America — everything 
from  the  work  ol  a  hod  carrier  on  a  con¬ 
struction  project  mi  the  more  esoteric  occu¬ 
pations- such  as  glasSr-blowing  and  electron¬ 
ics  manufacturing.  \uch  films  could  not 
only  portray  the  detail  qf  the  work,  but  also 
some  of  the  character\of  the  American 
worker  and  his  family. 

Broader  areas  which  migftt  be  dealt  with 
in  film  are  in  the  problems  which  are  being 
overcome  in  America  —  sluna  clearance 
through  urban  redevelopment\and  rural 
modernization;  the  succeeding  Vffort  to 
break  down  racial  discrimination\in  em¬ 
ployment;  the  struggle  with  transportation 
bottlenecks;  the  countrywide  efforts  no  de¬ 
velop  greater  voter  consciousness,  to  "gerout 
the  vote”;  the  manyfold  struggle  against 
Juvenile  delinquency;  the  effort  to  prepare 
for  the  future  economic  and  recreational' 
needs  of  our  expanding  population  through 
conservation  maesures  and  the  development  - 
of  our  national  and  State  parks  and  forests. 

These  are  just  a  few  areas  in  which  busi¬ 
ness  films  could  help  to  portray  an  Amer¬ 
ica  struggling  with  its  own  problems — an 
America  whose  constructive  efforts  to  aid 
the  rest  of  the  world  can  then  be  seen  in 
their  true  perspective — not  the  condescend¬ 
ing  aid  of  a  super-society,  but  the  open- 
hearted  and  courageous  assistance  from  a 
nation  that  with  its  own  many  difficulties, 
refuses  to  turn  its  back  on  a  world  in  even 
greater  distress. 

Mi*.  HUMPHREY.  Mr.  President,  a 
large  number  of  Americans  will  be  vis¬ 
iting  the  exhibit  in  Moscow.  It  gives 
us  an  opportunity,  such  as  we  have  never 
had  before,  to  learn  more  about  the  So¬ 
viet  Union  and  to  let  the  people  of  the 
Soviet  Union  see  Americans  as  we  are. 

I  hope  our  fellow  Americans  will  speak 
to  the  Soviet  citizens  honestly  and 
kindly,  but  at  the  same  time  with  a, 
sense  of  pride  as  to  our  institutions  and 
the  things  for  which  we  stand.  There 
is  some  longtime  benefit  here,  if  we/but 
capitalize  on  it ;  and  not  longtime  bene¬ 
fits  only  for  us,  but  for  all  mankind. 
The  peace  of  the  world  today /uepends 
on  the  ability  and  the  capacity  of  the 
United  States  to  guide  a  coarse  which, 
on  the  one  hand,  is  not  appeasement  but 
which,  on  the  other  haira,  is  not  bel¬ 
ligerent  or  arrogant.

ALLOTMENT  OF  FUNDS  UNDER  THE 
•  FEDERAL  AIRPORT  ACT  FOR  THE 
STATE  OF  ALASKA 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  consider  the 
bill  (S.  2208)  to  provide  equal  treat¬ 
ment  for  the  State  of  Alaska  as  for  other 
States  of  the  Union  with  respect  to  the 
allotment  of  funds  under  the  Federal 
Airport  Act,  and  for  other  purposes, 
which  had  been  reported  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Interstate  and  Foreign  Com¬ 
merce,  with  an  amendment,  to  strike  out 
all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert : 

That  paragraph  (2)  of  section  6(b)  of  the 
Federal  Airport  Act  (69  Stat.  442,  49  U.S.C. 
1105)  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

“(2)  Such  discretionary  fund  shall  be 
available  for  such  approved  projects  in  the 
several  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii  as  the 
Administrator  may  deem  most  appropriate 
for  carrying  out  the  national  airport  plan, 
regardless  of  the  location  of  such  projects. 
The  Administrator  shall  give  consideration, 
in  determining  the  projects  for  which  such 
fund  is  to  be  so  used,  to  the  existing  airport 
facilities  in  the  several  States,  Alaska,  and 
Hawaii,  and  to  the  need  for  or  lack  of  devel¬ 
opment  of  airport  facilities  in  the  several 
vates,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.”

ThV  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  The  bill 
is  opendio  further  amendment. 

Mr.  BARTLETT.  Mr.  President,  pas¬ 
sage  of  S.  1^208  by  the  Senate  is  a  step  in 
the  direction  of  treating  Alaska  on  the 
same  basis  with  the  other  States  in  re¬ 
spect  to  the  Federal  airport  program. 
S.  2208  provides  that  Alaska  will  be  eligi¬ 
ble  to  receive  monV  for  airport  improve¬ 
ment  from  the  discretionary  fund  dis¬ 
tributed  by  the  Adrtainistrator  of  the 
Federal  Aviation  Agenc 

S.  1,  the  2-year  extension  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Airport  Act  which  wCs  signed  into 
law  on  June  29,  1959,  had  the  unfortu¬ 
nate  effect  of  continuing  to\treat  the 
State  of  Alaska  as  a  Territory.  When 
the  President  signed  S.  1,  he  nobed  this 
defect  and  called  for  its  promp\  cor¬ 
rection. 
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^cause  of  the  controversy  surround¬ 
ing  ©he  Airpart  Act  extension,  my  col¬ 
league^  Mr,  Grttening]  and  I  did  not  at¬ 
tempt  to  amend  that  legislation  after 
the  conference  report  reached  the  Sen¬ 
ate  floor.  '-Instead,  we  later  introduced 
amendatoryNlegislation  which  was  de¬ 
signed  to  allow  Alaska  to  share  in  the 
funds  apportioned  to  the  States  on  the 
basis  of  land  area,  and  population. 

Subsequent  calculations  made  it  ap¬ 
parent,  however,  that  the  $63  million 
a  year  program  would  have  to  be  in¬ 
creased  by  approximately  $11  million  in 
order  for  Alaska  to  be  included  without 
reducing  the  apportionment,  to  any  other 
States.  The  administrations,  announced 
its  opposition  to  any  additional  expendi¬ 
ture  for  the  airport  program. 

The  Senators  from  Alaska  and  the  FAA 
Administrators  then  agreed  that  making 
Alaska  eligible  to  receive  money  to  tneet 
its  urgent  needs  from  the  discretionary 
fund  would  be  the  best  temporary  soli 
tion. 

Mr.  President,  if  S.  2208  is  passed  by 
the  other  body  and  becomes  law,  I  hope 
that  the  PAA  will  do  all  that  it  can  to 
insure  that  adequate  sums  of  money 
from  the  discretionary  fund  are  made 
available  to  Alaska.  If  this  is  done,  the 
State  can  undertake  the  runway  exten¬ 
sions  urgently  needed  to  bring  the  An¬ 
chorage  and  Fairbanks  international  air¬ 
ports  up  to  date  with  the  jet  age. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  Alaska 
will  be  required  to  match  any  discre¬ 
tionary  funds  granted  to  it  on  the  same 
basis  as  other  public  land  States — 27  Vz 
percent  State  money  62  y2  percent  Fed¬ 
eral  money.  However,  Alaska  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  match  its  flat  $1,350,000  annual 
grant  on  the  same  basis  it  did  as  a  Ter¬ 
ritory — 25  percent  State  money  to  75 
percent  Federal  money. 

Finally,  Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  em¬ 
phasize  that  this  is  nothing  more  than 
a  temporary  arrangement  to  give  Alaska 
some  measure  of  equity.  When  a  com¬ 
prehensive  revision  of  the  Federal  Air¬ 
port  Act  is  undertaken  in  the  future, 
Alaska  must  be  treated  on  the  same 
basis  as  the  other  States. 

Mr.  GRUENING.  Mr.  President,  the 
bill  which  is  now  under  consideration  is 
one  which  will,  in  some  measure,  provide 
more  equitable  treatment  for  the  tyro 
new  States  of  the  Union  with  respeejr  to 
the  allocation  of  Federal  funds  for  the 
improvement  of  airports.  There •yean  be 
no  question  as  to  the  need  for  tips  legis¬ 
lation. 

As  the  Federal  Airport  Act  y6  now  writ¬ 
ten,  Alaska  is  denied  any  pnance  of  re¬ 
ceiving  Federal  airport  aifl  funds  which 
are  available  to  the  Bederal  Aviation 
Administrator  for  discretionary  alloca¬ 
tion  to  the  States  Wr  priority  projects 
for  which  funds  ai^rnot  allocated  under 
other  procedurefyprovided  by  the  act. 
As  the  Members /f  the  Senate  are  aware, 
the  discretion^  fund  which  the  Admin¬ 
istrator  mayyftllocate  represents  25  per¬ 
cent  of  theyrunds  authorized  for  airport 
grants  under  the  Federal  Airport  Act. 

The  Sjlate  of  Alaska  had  special  rea¬ 
sons  for  disappointment  that  the  recent 
extemnon  of  the  Airport  Act  did  not 
provide  for  a  greater  measure  of  Federal 
assistance  to  the  States.  It  was  abun¬ 


dantly  clear  that  to  avoid  a  Presidential 
veto,  the  bill  had  to  be  passed  in  a  dras¬ 
tically  reduced  form  as  compared  with 
the  excellent  bill  passed  earlier  in  this 
session  by  the  Senate.  Hence  the  deci¬ 
sion  merely  to  extend  the  existing  act 
for  2  years.  As  enacted,  Public  Law  72 
merely  extends,  for  Alaska,  the  same 
provisions  relating  to  airport  assistance 
which  applied  during  our  Territorial 
status.  The  effect  of  this  is  to  provide, 
for  our  State,  the  amount  of  $1,350,000 
per  annum  for  the  next  2  years. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Alaska  uses 
air  transportation  to  a  greater  extent 
than  does  any  other  State,  it  is  excep¬ 
tionally  difficult  to  explain  the  circum¬ 
stance  that  it  does  not  share  in  airport 
improvement  funds  allocated  by  the 
Federal  Government  on  the  same  basis 
as  the  other  States. 

The  funds  to  which  our  State  is  en¬ 
titled  under  Public  Law  72  are  far  less 
than  those  we  would  have  received  un¬ 
der  any  of  the  other  proposals  for  ex¬ 
tension  of  the  Federal  Airport  Act  which 
ere  considered  at  this  session  of  Con¬ 
gress  prior  to  passage  of  the  present  law. 

These  funds  are  less  than  the  amount 
whicn\  the  administration  anticipate 
that  Alaska  would  receive  when  it  recc 
mended  transitional  grants  for  the/new 
State  which  were  included  in  the  .Alaska 
Omnibus  AcL  which  was  enacted  just 
prior  to  passage  of  the  Airport  Act. 

The  funds  th  which  Alaska  is  now 
entitled  are  far  less  than  /he  amounts 
which  are  immediately  needed  to  make 
necessary  improvem&nts/ior  the  airports 
at  Anchorage  and  Fairbanks  and  to  im¬ 
prove  the  safety  of  ojmkr  airports  which 
will  be  transferred/to  tne  State  under 
provisions  of  the  .Omnibusy Act. 

It  would  seem/rhat  simple,  justice  re¬ 
quires  that  Alaska,  and  Hawaii,  too,  at 
least  be  authorized  to  share  in\the  dis¬ 
cretionary  fund  of  the  Federal  iWiation 
Administrator.  I  believe  that  the  im- 
portancomf  Alaska’s  airports  is  suenthat 
its  privity  for  funds  will  certainly  H?e 
recognized  by  the  Administrator  in  mat 
ingy&llocations  from  the  discretionary' 
fypd.  In  any  case,  I  feel  Alaska  should 
given  every  chance  to  share  in  this 
fund.

Mr.  MORSE.  Mr.  President,  S.  1U0 
authorizes  the  conveyance  of  reserve^ 
mineral  interests  in  certain  land  in  South 
Carolina  to  Clemson  College  at  the  fair 
market  value. 

The  lands  upon  which  the  mineral 
rights  were  preserved  were  conveyed  by 
the  Federal  Government  to  Clemson 
College  in  1954  without  consideration, 
with  a  public  use  requirement  provision 
and  a  minerals  right  reservation.  In 
1955  Congress  authorized  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  release  from  the  pub¬ 
lic  use  requirements  36.62  acres  of  the 
land  previously  conveyed. 

S.  1110  provides  for  the  sale  of  the 
mineral  interests  to  the  college  on  the 
36.62  acreage  at  the  fair  market  value. 
According  to  the  committee  report, 
Clemson  College  desires  to  acquire  the 
reserved  mineral  interests  so  that  it  can 
convey  these  interests  should  it  desire 
to  exchange  or  sell  a  portion  of  the  prop¬ 
erty.

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (S. 
1453)  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  and  convey 
certain  lands  in  the  State  of  Iowa  to  the  city  of  Keosauqua,  having 
considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amendment 
and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

PURPOSE 

This  bill  would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  to 
Keosauqua,  Iowa,  at  its  fair  market  value,  as  determined  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  a  tract  of  land  containing  99.57  acres  located 
partly  inside  and  partly  outside  the  city. 

The  land  was  originally  acquired  by  the  United  States  from  the 
Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen  of  North  Dakota  in  1936  for  a 
forest  tree  nursery  to  produce  stock  to  replant  lands  in  the  Iowa 
purchase  units  planned  to  be  acquired  for  national  forest  purposes. 
The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  reports  that  there  is  no  further  need 
for  the  land  for  this  purpose. 

COST 

There  would  be  not  cost  involved  under  this  bill  since  the  city 
would  be  required  to  pay  the  fair  market  value  of  the  realty  to  be 
conveyed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.

The  99.57  acres  involved  in  this  bill  lies  partly  inside  and  partly 
outside  the  city.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  states  that  the  De¬ 
partment  no  longer  needs  this  land  for  a  forest  tree  nursery.

This  bill  would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  at  fair 
market  value  and  convey  by  quitclaim  deed  to  the  city  of  Keosauqua, 
Iowa,  a  tract  of  land  containing  99.57  acres,  more  or  less,  located  in 
Van  Buren  County,  which  was  conveyed  to  the  United  States  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen  of  North 
Dakota  in  1936. 

The  tract  was  acquired  by  the  United  States  from  the  Ancient  Order 
of  United  Workmen  of  North  Dakota  in  1936  under  authority  of  the 
Weeks  Act  of  March  1,  1911  (36  Stat.  961),  for  a  forest  tree  nursery 
to  produce  stock  to  replant  lands  in  the  Iowa  purchase  units  planned 
to  be  acquired  for  national  forest  purposes.  Only  a  small  area  was 
purchased  and  there  are  no  plans  now  for  further  acquisitions  in  the 
locality.  There  is  no  longer  a  need  for  the  nursery  site.  The  tract  is 
also  a  considerable  distance  from  other  national  forest  lands. 

The  city  of  Keosauqua  desires  the  tract  to  enlarge  its  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  plant  and  for  a  city  park.  The  land  is  partly  inside  and  partly 
outside  the  city.  It  is  well  situated  and  suitable  to  meet  the  city’s 
needs.  The  sale  of  it  to  the  city  will  serve  a  useful  public  purpose. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  this  report.

I  would  like  to  see  a  civi#  rights 
bill  acted  on  this  year  because  Fthink  it 
would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  both 
parties,  because  next  year  both  parties 
will  have  their  national  conventions  and 
if  it  is  possible  to  get  it  /rut  of  the  way 
this  year,  it  will  be  advantageous  to  both 
parties. 

Mr.  BROWN  of  Ohio.  Mr.  Speaker, 
the  majority  leader  made  reference  to 
Republicans  on  Jt he  Rules  Committee.

BAYOUS  TERREBONNE  AND

That  Bayou  Terrebonne  west  of 
Barrow  Street  and  Bayou  LeCarpe  west  of  the

^INCLUDING  FLOATING  DRYDOCKS 
UNDER  THE  TERM  “VESSEL” 

Uie  Clerk  called  the  bill  (S.  107)  to 
amend  title  XI  of  the  Merchant  Marine 
Act,  r$j36,  relating  to  Federal  ship  mort¬ 
gage  insurance,  in  order  to  include  float¬ 
ing  drydocks  under  the  definition  of  the 
term  “vessel”  in  such  title. 

The  SPEAKER  pro  tempore.  Is  there 
objection  to  t\e  present  consideration  of 
the  bill? 

Mr.  WEAVER\  Mr.  Speaker,  reserv¬ 
ing  the  right  to  object,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  gentlemanSwhat  cost  may  be 
involved  in  this  proposal. 

Mr.  BONNER.  TheSe  is  no  cost. 

Mr.  WEAVER.  ThereSis  no  reference 
to  cost?  \ 

Mr.  BONNER.  That  is  Correct.  We 
now  insure  the  mortgages  omconstruc- 
tion  of  new  vessels  under  the  American 
flag.  This  would  extend  the  existing 
law  and  make  provision  for  inuring 
the  loan  for  the  construction  of  flowing 
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rydocks.  The  reason  is  that  there  is 
onk  one  floating  drydock  on  the  Atlan¬ 
tic  soast  of  the  capacity  to  take  care  of 
the  new  ships  now  being  built.  It  is  not 
applicable  to  one  case.  It  is  general  in 
scope. 

In  the  Experience  of  this  entire  pro 
gram  they  n^ave  had  to  take  back  only 
one  vessel  over  the  years.  That  was  a 
passenger  vessbl  that  was  built  for  op¬ 
eration  on  the  pacific  coast.  That  is 
the  only  mortgage  that  the  Maritime 
Administration  insured  under  this  that 
has  had  to  be  taken\back.  So  the  ex¬ 
perience  has  been  a  ghbd  one  and  it  is 
an  inducement  to  use  private  capital. 

Mr.  WEAVER.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  with¬ 
draw  my  reservation  of  ob  Wtion. 

Mr.  PRESTON.  Mr.  Speaker,  reserv¬ 
ing  the  right  to  object,  I  would  like  to 
inquire  of  the  gentleman  from.  North 
Carolina  if  this  bill  includes  also\grav- 
ing  docks  as  well  as  dry  docks? 

Mr.  BONNER.  Mr.  Speaker,  the  gi 
tleman  knows  that  I  am  very  sympax 
thetic  to  his  situation.  I  know  why  he' 
has  asked  the  question.  The  committee 
considered  shore  installations.  When 
we  come  to  the  matter  of  graving  docks 
that  is  a  fixed  installation  in  a  shipyard, 
fixed  just  as  the  warehouses  are  fixed 
and  the  piers  are  fixed  and  other  things 
that  cannot  be  moved  from  the  particu¬ 
lar  yard.  If  the  committee  had  included 
graving  docks,  eventually  we  would  come 
to  docks  and  piers.  It  was  thought  at 
this  time  in  all  probability  that  the  situ¬ 
ation  the  gentleman  is  interested  in 
could  be  served  by  a  floating  drydock 
just  as  well  as  it  could  be  served  by 
graving  docks.  This  offers  that  oppor¬ 
tunity.  I  assure  the  gentleman  in  the 
next  session  of  the  Congress  I  will  again 
consider  and  have  hearings  on  the  situ¬ 
ation  he  is  interested  in  with  respect  to 
graving  docks. 

Mr.  PRESTON.  Mr.  Speaker,  further 
reserving  the  right  to  object,  of  course 
I  appreciate  these  words  of  hope  that 
the  chairman  has  given  me  about  next 
year.  But  I  have  been  around  here  long 
enough  to  learn  that  these  hopes,  al¬ 
though  they  spring  eternal,  never  always 
are  realized.  It  seems  to  me  the  purpose 
of  this  type  of  dock  is  simple.  Whether 
it  is  floating  or  whether  it  it  cut  out  of, 
the  bank  of  the  river,  it  is  the  sai.~ 
thing.  These  two  docks  are  designed/to 
accept  ships  for  repairs  and  for  Con¬ 
struction.  So  I  cannot  see  wl yfe  it 
makes  any  difference  whether  it  float¬ 
ing  in  a  river  or  cut  into  a  bank  as  a 
graving  dock  is,  with  a  gate ywhere  the 
ship  is  put  in  and  the  watey is  pumped 
out  and  the  ship  is  workecLon  in  a  grav¬ 
ing  dock.  We  appeared  before  the  com¬ 
mittee  and  sought  to  have  this  language 
included.  It  has  been/excluded  because 
of  the  objections  of  amne  members  of  the 
committee  who  hadr  more  than  a  passing 
interest  in  shipyards  in  their  own  locali¬ 
ties.  But  we  hjyve  just  as  much  interest 
in  shipyards  m  our  areas  as  they  have 
and  when  we  in  a  port  like  the  city  of 
Savannah  jSannot  repair  a  modern  ves¬ 
sel  simph/because  we  have  a  small  river 
that  is  too  narrow  to  put  a  floating  dry- 
dock  m  and  because  the  existing  graving 
dock?  are  so  small  that  they  cannot  ac- 
cononodate  modern  vessels,  I  think  we 


bring  a  fairly  good  case  to  the  Congress 
in  seeking  to  have  the  language  “grav¬ 
ing  docks”  included  in  the  bill,  as  well 
as  floating  drydocks.  For  the  benefit  of 
the  Members  of  the  House  let  me  say 
that  this  law  was  created  originally  to 
insure  ships.  This  bill  would  expand  it 
to  include  floating  drydocks  which  in  no 
sense  of  the  word  are  ships.  There  is 
just  as  much  reason  to  include  ware¬ 
houses  as  there  is  to  broaden  the  act  to 
include  a  floating  drydock. 

Mr.  BONNER.  Mr.  Speaker,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  PRESTON.  I  gladly  yield  to  my 
colleague. 

Mr.  BONNER.  This  bill  is  supported 
by  the  National  Defense  and  the  Navy. 
During  World  War  II  we  had  these  float¬ 
ing  drydocks  all  through  the  Pacific  and 
they  would  repair  the  badly  damaged 
vessels  in  the  immediate  area,  rather 
than  return  them  back  to  Pearl  Harbor 
or  to  the  Pacific  coast  or  to  any  other 
shore  base.  That  is  the  reason  you  can 
take  this  drydock  and  move  it  any  place 
un  the  Atlantic  or  any  place  in  the  Pa¬ 
cific  or  send  it  any  place  where  there  is 
a  sufficient  draft  of  water  to  repair  the 
vessEks  at  sea  or  in  port.  Tha.t  is  thp 
closeNsinship  of  a  floating  drydock Jco 
the  insurance  construction  of  a  vessel. 
I  have  \he  deepest  sympathy  iur  the 
world  witnrthe  gentleman  from  Georgia 
in  his  problem.  The  gentleman  knows 
my  position. \l  have  endeavored  to  do 
the  best'  I  could  in  this  situation.  This 
does  fit  the  pattern  of  American  na¬ 
tional  defense.  That  is  the  only  reason 
this  bill  has  been  Drougnt  out  here. 

Mr.  PRESTON.  r^am  sure  if  the 
gentleman  from  North  Carolina  had  had 
his  way  about  the  HiatteX  graving  docks 
would  have  beeuT  included,  but  there 
were  forces  within  the  Committee  on 
Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  who 
have  great  appreciation  for  their  ship¬ 
yard  installations  which  were 'Appar¬ 
ently  ablaao  overcome  the  wishes  sff  the 
distinguished  chairman  who  has  done  so 
much /for  the  American  merchant  ma- 
rineyand  for  whom  I  have  the  higheL 
andrthe  greatest  admiration.  But  con¬ 
sistency  is  a  jewel  that  we  should 
/Cherish  in  this  House.  Sometimes  we  go 
astray  and  are  not  always  consistent. 
In  this  instance  I  think  it  is  not  proper 
to  change  the  intent  of  this  act  to  ac¬ 
commodate  one  situation  without  at  the 
same  time  accommodating  another  one 
which  has  for  its  purpose  the  identical 
purpose  of  the  floating  drydocks.  I 
have  tried  every  way  I  know,  appearing- 
before  the  committee  with  the  proper 
witnesses  and  I  think  we  made  out  a 
good  case.  This  bill  lounged  around  in 
the  committee  for  some  time  before  they 
finally  decided  to  bring  it  out.  There 
was  grave  doubt  about  it  coming  out  at 
all.  Now  finally  it  is  on  the  Consent 
Calendar.  I  am  constrained  to  object 
to  it  unless  I  might  be  given  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  offer  an  amendment  which 
would  include  graving  docks.  May  I  in¬ 
quire  of  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries, 
would  he  object  to  an  amendment  at 
this  time  to  include  graving  docks? 

Mr.  BONNER.  I  personally  would 
not  object. 


Mr.  PRESTON.  Would  the  minority 
object  to  an  amendment  to  include/ 
graving  docks? 

Mr.  PELL Y.  I  think  in  fairness  to  rfie 
committee,  in  view  of  the  fact  thajrwe 
delayed  action  on  it,  that  it  should  not 
be  offered  as  an  amendment  on  tke  Con¬ 
sent  Calendar.  I  think  the  gentleman 
made  a  wonderful  presentation;  he  put 
on  very  fine  witnesses,  y  know  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  stated  in 
committee  that  he  was  asking  that  this 
be  considered,  but  I  d<Vbiot  believe  this 
is  the  proper  place,  rtre  Consent  Calen¬ 
dar,  and  I  would  hjtfve  to  object  to  an 
amendment  if  tty  gentleman  offered 
one. 

Mr.  PRESTO^!  In  the  light  of  these 
statements,  Mjf  Speaker - 

Mr.  BONNER.  Mr.  Speaker,  will  the 
gentleman /ield  before  he  objects? 

Mr.  PRESTON.  I  yield. 

Mr.  BONNER.  This,  bill  is  not  re¬ 
strict^!  to  one  area.  Under  this  bill  a 
dryddck  can  be  built  on  the  Pacific  coast, 
th^.tlantic  coast,  the  gulf  coast,  or  the 
r*at  Lakes;  it  is  not  for  any  specific 
r  >cation;  and,  as  I  have  said  before,  these 
drydocks  are  necessary,  are  needed,  since 
we  have  increased  the  size  of  ships,  and 
I  do  hope  the  gentleman  will  not  object. 

Mr.  PRESTON.  We  all  have  our 
responsibility  here.  I  certainly  have 
one  to  represent  my  district,  and  I 
think  in  fairness  to  a  large  number  of 
workers  in  my  district  and  in  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  consistency  and  in  the  matter 
of  fairness  to  the  people  who  work  in 
this  shipyard  in  Savannah,  Ga„  that  I 
should  object  to  this  measure  being 
considered  on  the  Consent  Calendar. 

We  will  have  an  opportunity  tomor¬ 
row  under  suspension  of  the  rules.  It 
was  just  announced  by  the  Majority 
Leader  that  this  bill  will  be  called  up 
under  a  suspension  of  the  rules  if  it  is 
not  passed  today. 

Mr.  GROSS.  Mr.  Speaker,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  PRESTON.  I  yield. 

Mr.  GROSS.  The  gentleman  under¬ 
stands.  of  course,  he  will  have  no  op¬ 
portunity  to  offer  an  amendment  if  the 
bill  is  called  up  under  suspension. 

Mr.  PRESTON.  Between  now  and 
tomorrow  there  could  be  a  lot  of  con¬ 
version  taking  place  about  this  bill 
and  perhaps  something  might  be  worked 
out.  r\have  seen  things  arranged  in 
the  lastVew  days  of  a  Congress  that 
could  not  ae  arranged  at  any  other  time.

value  as  determined  by  him,  and  subject  to 
all  outstanding  rights,  all  the  right,  title, 
and  interest  of  the  United  States  in  and  to 
that  certain  tract  of  land  containing 
ninety-nine  and  fifty-seven  one-hundredhs 
acres,  more  or  less,  located  in  Van  Buren

retary  of  Agriculture  in  1938 :

Highway  Numbered  28  where  the  lands  of 
Cumberland  Homesteads  and  the  lands  of 
Cumberland  State  Park  corner  and  runs  with 
the  centerline  of  said  highway  south  45  de¬ 
grees  12  minutes  and  15  seconds  east  177.73 
feet  to  a  stake;  thence  continuing  with  the 
centerline  of  said  highway  south  23  degrees

Mr.  Speaker,  the  bill  justj 
passec/ill  permit  the  State  of  Tennes¬ 
see  t/make  more  effective  and  efficient 
puhnc  use  of  14.36  acres  of  a  larger  tract 
of/and  conveyed  to  the  State  of  Tennes- 
se  in  1933  by  the  United  States. 


This  bill  is,  in  effect,  a  quitclaim  to 
the  State  of  Tennessee  of  a  small  parcel 
of  land  which  is  now  a  part  of  the  Cum¬ 
berland  State  Park,  Cumberland  County, 
in  the  Fourth  District  of  Tennessee  which 
I  have  the  honor  to  represent.  The  land 
conveyed  was  transferred  to  the  State 
of  Tennessee  by  the  Farm  Security  Ad¬ 
ministration  in  1938  for  use  as  a  park. 
This  park  and  forest  area  covers  ap¬ 
proximately  1,250  acres. 

The  Commissioner  of  Highways  and 
the  State  Highway  Department  of  Ten¬ 
nessee  have  plans  for  constructing  a 
highway  maintenance  garage  at  a  re¬ 
mote  north-east  corner  of  this  tract 
using  this  small  portion  of  the  land  con¬ 
veyed  for  this  purpose.  A  public  use 
of  the  land  will  thus  be  continued  and 
assured. 

The  use  of  this  land  by  the  State  High¬ 
way  Department  at  this  particular  loca¬ 
tion  will  in  no  sense  affect  the  operation 
of  the  park.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
commissioner  of  conservation.  State  of 
Tennessee,  who  has  jurisdiction  over  the 
State  parks,  has  expressed  his  agreement/ 
and  approval  of  the  use  of  this  land  f( 
the  purposes  indicated.

EXTENDING  TIME  FOR  VESSEL  CON¬ 
STRUCTION  RESERVE  FUNDS 

The  Clerk  called  the  bill  (S.  2013)  to' 
amend  section  511(h)  of  the  Merchant 
Marine  Act,  1936,  as  amended,  in  order  to 
extend  the  time  for  commitment  of  con¬ 
struction  reserve  funds. 

Mr.  VANIK.  Mr.  Speaker,  reserving 
the  right  to  object,  will  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  kindly  explain  the  re¬ 
serve  fund  involved  in  this  legislation? 

Mr.  BONNER.  Yes.  These  are  funds 
that  are  placed  in  the  reserve  deposits 
of  the  Maritime  Administration  for  ship 
construction.  Under  the  law  the  fund 
is  available  for  a  certain  length  of  time. 
If  it  is  not  used  for  the  replacement  of  a 
vessel  it  has  to  be  taken  out  and  these 
funds  are  put  in  there  tax  exempt  and 
may  only  be  used  where  a  new  vessel  is 
built  to  replace  an  old  vessel  of  20  years 
or  more. 

Mr.  VANIK.  Mr.  Speaker,  will  the 
gentleman  yield  further? 

Mr.  BONNER.  I  yield. 


Mi*.  VANIK.  Are  these  funds  subject 
to  investment  at  the  discretion  of  the 
American-Hawaiian  Steamship  Co.  ?/ 
Mr.  BONNER.  They  are  subject  to 
investment  by  the  Maritime  Boa/  under 
certain  conditions,  yes,  not  by  ihe  ship¬ 
ping  company;  but  the  fun/  are  pre¬ 
served  for  the  replacement  /  the  Amer¬ 
ican  fleet.

COAST  GUARD  TO  PRESCRIBE  LIFE¬ 
SAVING  REGULATIONS 

The  Clerk  called  the  bill  (S.  2118)  to 
amend  section  4488  of  the  Revised  Stat¬ 
utes,  as  amended,  to  authorize  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Department  in  which  the 
Coast  Guard  is  operating  to  prescribe 
regulations  governing  lifesaving  equip¬ 
ment,  firefighting  equipment,  muster 
lists,  ground  tackle,  hawsers,  and  bilge 
systems  aboard  vessels,  and  for  other 
purposes. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Clerk 
read  the  bill,  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  section 
4488  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended  (46 
U.S.C.  481),  is  further  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

(a)  In  order  to  provide  against  hazard  to 
life  and  property,  the  Secretary  of  the  De- 
lartment  in  which  the  Coast  Guard  is  oper¬ 
ating  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  ‘Sec¬ 
retary’)  shall  prescribe  such  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  as  may  be  necessary  for  vessels  sub¬ 
ject  to  inspection  and  certification  by  the 
United ’  States  Coast  Guard  with  respect  to 
the  following  matters : 

“(1)  Lifesaving  equipment,  including,  but 
not  limited \p,  the  number,  type,  size,  capac¬ 
ity,  details  oiVonstruction,  methods  of  oper¬ 
ation,  stowage\maintenance,  manning,  use, 
testing,  and  inspecting  of  such  equipment, 
and  drills  and  exercises  necessary  to  assure 
proper  functioning\tnd  use  of  such  equip¬ 
ment. 

‘‘(2)  Firefighting  eejuipment  and  precau¬ 
tionary  measures  guarding  against  fire,  in¬ 
cluding,  but  not  limited,  to,  the  number, 
type,  size,  capacity,  details,  of  construction, 
methods  of  operation,  stowage,  maintenance, 
manning,  use,  testing,  and  inspecting  of  such 
equipment,  and  drills  and  exercises  necessary 
to  assure  proper  functioning  andsase  of  such 
equipment.  \ 

“(3)  Muster  lists,  including,  but 'pot  lim¬ 
ited  to,  the  posting  of  such  lists,  aiMpre- 
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the  special  duties  to  be  performed 
prew  members  in  the  event  of  emergency. 
Ground  tackle  and  hawsers,  includ¬ 
ing,  Ijut  not  limited  to,  the  number,  size, 
stowagH,  us.e,  maintenance,  manning,  testing, 
and  inspection. 

“(5)  Bilge  systems  for  the  removal  of  liquid 
from  the  various  parts  of  the  vessel,  Includ¬ 
ing,  but  not\imited  to,  design,  installation, 
capacity,  composition,  functioning,  manning, 
testing,  and  inspection. 

“(b)(1)  In  prescribing  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  pursuant  to  this  section,  the  Secretary 
shall  give  consideration  to  the  age,  size,  serv¬ 
ice,  route,  and  otheiN .factors  affecting  the 
operation  of  the  vessels^ 

“(2)  Unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  treaty 
or  other  international  agreement,  the  rules 
and  regulations  prescribed  sy  the  Secretary 
pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  applicable 
to  all  foreign  vessels  carrying  passengers  from 
ports  of  the  United  States. 

“(3)  The  Secretary  may,  upofkhis  own 
motion,  or  upon  the  application  oX any  in¬ 
terested  party,  determine  that  the  applica¬ 
tion  to  any  vessel  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
prescribed  pursuant  to  this  section,  orSany 
part  thereof,  is  not  necessary  in  the  public 
interest,  and  he  may  order  such  vessel  exemj 
from  their  application  upon  such  terms  anc 
conditions  and  for  such  periods  of  time  as 
he  may  specify  in  the  order. 

“(c)  The  owner  or  operator  of  any  vessel 
who  neglects  or  refuses  to  provide  and  equip 
his  vessel  with  the  lifesaving,  firefighting,  or 
other  equipment,  or  take  other  measures  re¬ 
quired  by  the  rules  or  regulations  issued  pur¬ 
suant  to  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  the 
United  States  in  a  penalty  of  $1,000  for  each 
such  neglect  or  refusal  for  which  sum  the 
vessel  shall  be  liable  and  may  be  seized  and 
proceeded  against  by  way  of  libel  in  any 
district  court  of  the  United  States  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  violation;  and  any  master 
or  person  in  charge  of  such  vessel  who  so 
defaults  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $500. 

“(d)  Any  person  who  willfully  and  know¬ 
ingly  manufactures  or  sells,  or  offers  for  sale, 
or  has  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell, 
any  lifesaving,  firefighting,  or  other  equip¬ 
ment  subject  to  the  provisions  of  title  52  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended,  which  is 
so  defective  as  to  be  inefficient  to  accom¬ 
plish'  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended, 
s£all  be  fined  not  more  than  $10,000  and 
may,  in  addition  thereto,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Court,  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  five  years.” 

Sec.  2.  To  the  extent  that  any  existing 
provision  of  law,  or  any  rule  or  regulation

AN  ACT 


73  ST AT.  473. 


To  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  and  convey  certain  lands  in 
the  State  of  Iowa  to  the  city  of  Keosauqua. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled !,  That  the  Secretary  Keosauqua, 
of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  sell  and  convey  to  the  city  of  Iveosau-  Iowa, 
qua,  Iowa,  by  quitclaim  deed,  at  the  fair  market  value  as  determined  Conveyance, 
by  him,  and  subject  to  all  outstanding  rights,  all  the  right,  title  and 
interest  of  the  United  States  in  and  to  that  certain  tract  of  land  con¬ 
taining  ninety-nine  and  fifty-seven  one-hundredths  acres,  more  or  less, 
located  in  Van  Buren  County,  Iowa,  in  and  adjacent  to  the  citv  of 
Keosauqua,  conveyed  to  the  United  States  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen  of  North  Dakota  by  deed  dated 
December  10,  1930,  and  recorded  in  Van  Buren  County  in  book  78  on 
page  308.
